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1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Smith et al. set forth a silver oxide electrode of interest; a metal oxide in a cell 
having a low internal resistance is shown by Yamaguchi et al. and Takeuchi et al. 
discloses a silver vanadium oxide electrode of interest. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none 
of the prior art of record teach a battery including a cathode comprising metal vanadium 
oxide particles wherein the battery has an average internal electrical resistance of no 
more than 0.2 Ohms at a current density of at least about 30 mA/cm 2 . None of the prior 
art teach a battery including these particles where the battery has the claimed average 
internal electrical resistance at the claimed current density. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
